ilie other tiling I'd like you to keep quite ccmfidential on the ck. nee of hurt to 
the man. I tiiinic you nay nave spoken to iiim ior e years ago. Ono l)i so dado 01am, a yo.ng 
man 1 believe to be of mixed Chinese and laxican or Cuban parentage, got in touch with me 
long ago. As a consequence of his correspondence, I learned tliat he had been a ^inuteman, 
got him no get active again and supply me ..itk a considerable amount of valuable informa- 
tion that I turned over to a non-local non-fedoral police agency with wldch i have worked 
on extremists for some years. Then two things hap.ened (coinciding v,ith hia o..n confessions 
of deep Inner turmoil): I decided, after some of the bombings, that even though I had every 
reason to believe they already had all this stuff, I should offer it to the kbl, and I did. 
They kept is lonj enough to have copied it many times, (ltetumed without thanks or continent*) 
iind ;ay police contact, anxious to &et an inside source where he had jurisdiction, fearing^ 
with ample roason, to my knowledge, bad tilings - and having "lost" the one he tried to 
infiltrate earlier - asked me if my source could help him by warning him of tests, etc.

If you ever got a chance, you uii^lit just see 
if he is okay. 1 am and always was awaro ol tiic double— agent possibility but was unconcerned, 
aud the stuff lie supplied was quit. sood. jf ho is friendly, the last thin# I'd askod him 
iOi i.j copies oi .;Qiuo oi -•radloy's writings uuout various people, ap.^uTv.ntly including 
mo, too. xliat is uot important, out bracLiey the kinu of wretched lie is, aside 

Iroin a^xra? politics appropriate to hi., character, I'm curious about how he returned ny 
considerable kindness to him, his considerable intrusion into my work schedule, and what 
he forecast as his intentions. 


With lick, what I am now into may have better prospects than 3 ome of the others 
things in „kiehh we had hopes.
